The diving sphere being heav- 
jer than the water it displaces, 
some means had to be found of 
returning u again to the sur- 
face.

to the very bed of the ocean. 

This expedient was according- 
ly dropped and instéad, a budy- 
ant tank filled with a lighter- 
than- water liquid, namely, pet- 
rol, was used. In this buoyant 
tank, we thus had a design 
very similar to that of a bal- 
loon. ee 

Bathyscaphe Trieste 

Having now acquainted you 
with the method finally adopted, 
I should like to continue by 
giving you a somewhat more 
detailed description of the 
bathyseaphe Trieste. The first 
Trieste diving sphere was built 
in Italy and designed for depths 
of 4,000 to 6,000 meters. It was 
made of forged steel, its walis 
were nine centimeters thick, 
and had an interior diameter of 
two meters, and was provided 
with two windows and an en- 
trance hatch. Its weight was 
10 tons in air. Its over-all vol- 
ume being five cubic meters, its 
weight in water was some five 
tons. It was used for the first 
test-dives and subsequently, all 
oceanographic research carried 
out in the Gulf of Naples be- 
tween 1953 and 1957 was made 
in it.

Pressure Balanced 

This was something that in 
our case demanded attention 
and had to be very carefully 
considered. As compression in- 
creases, sea water penetrates 
into the tank through the open- 
ing provided, so that the inner 
and outer pressure are always 
in equilibrium. 

This, however, increases the 
weight of the bathyscaphe which 
tends to sink faster and 
faster. The only possibility of 
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0 mis ten to sink 
and, all the more, causing 
the bathyscaphe to rise again to 
the surface, is to reduce its 
weight. This can only be done 
by throwing out ballast, just as 
in the case of the balloon. This 
means that the bathyscaphe 
must take a certain amount of 
ballast with it whieh can be 
cast off at will. 


But how is one to make ab-. 


solutely sure that the ballast 
really is cast offf One thing is 
‘clear; it must be attached to the 
outer surface of the gondola. 
The system evolved by my 
father, which, moreover, func- 
tions naturally and absolutely 
reliably, is as follows: 


The ballast consists of iron 
shot carried in two containers 
ending in a tube six centimeters 
in diameter. This tube is sur- 
rounded by an induction coil, 
Le. a solenoid, which when 
ene m etizes the shot. 
As 1 9 coil remains 
energized, the shot is retained.

The 18 centimeters thick win- 
dows are .conically shaped. 
Their diameter inside the 
sphere is 6 centimeters and out- 
side 40 centimeters, which 
gives an excellent range of 
vision. The question of illumi- 
nation was also a matter of im- 


portance. You know, of course, 
that the daylight becomes 
fainter, the deeper you dive and 
dies out completely at depths 
of 300 to 500 meters. There is 
sometimes complete darkness at 
200 meters, particularly when 
the sea is heavily populated by 
plankton. 
Driven by Electric Motors 

We, therefore, required strong 
searchlights. The last we 
evolved were mercury vapor 
quartz-lamps which are in- 
herently insensitive to water 
pressure. Finally, the means of 
propulsion is an important part 
of the bathyscaphe. In order to 
have a greater radius of action 
in examining the ocean bed, the 
Trieste was 5 with two 
ship's propellers driven by two 
two wer electric motors 
which enabled us to move over 
an area of several kilometers at 
a speed of onc knot. <a 


Now that you have heard 
how the bathyscaphe functions, 
I will describe some incidents 
from the last dive we under- 
took on Jan. 23, 1960; 400 kilo- 
meters southeast of the island 
of Guam in the Pacific Ocean. 
The descent began very. slowly, 
but. it was not long before 
things changed completely. We 
were badly shaken as long as 
we were near the surface, but 
at 20 or 30 meters depth the 
action of the swell ceased com- 
pletely. We had reached the 
region of eternal calm. At 100 
meters, we encountered much 
colder water; the bathyscaphe 
became more buoyant and 
stopped. 

Descent Quickens 

We had to open the valve of 
the ee ae, tank and let 
some of the petrol escape in or- 
der to continue our descent. 
After this, our rate of descent 
steadily increased and soon 
reached one meter per second. 

Meanwhile, we had reached a 
zone of complete darkness. Dur- 
ing the descent, we made very 
little use of the searchlights in 
order to be able to see the 
luminescent creatures visible at 
this level, 


Actually, we twice 


through zones populated with 
phosphorescent plankton. As 


the rate of our descent was 
tendi to increase, we had 
several times to get rid of some 
of our ballast. tweenwhiles, 
we of course had to attend to 
the readings of our various con- 
trol apparatus, particularly the 
instruments registering pressure 


‘and time, the temperature of 


the sea water and the quantity 
of petrol in the floating tank. 
An eye had to be kept continu- 
ously on the air-renewal system 
to check the oxygen supply and 
the absorption of carbon 
dioxide. . 
Speed Reduced 

We kept up the rate of 
descent of about one meter per 
second for about three hours. 
From 8,000 meters we gradual- 
ly reduced it, first to about 60 
centimeters and then to 3 
centimeters per second. We 
certainly anticipated not touch- 
ing ground before 11,000 meters, 
but could not dismiss the even- 
tuality of having been drifted 
on to à not-so-deep spot on the 
ocean bed and did not want to 
risk a crash. 


Nearly five hours after leav- 
the surface of the sea, our 
fathometer gave us the first 
iIndieation that we were nearing 
the floor. Our position was 30 
meters above the sea floor. We 
now further checked our de- 
scent by dropp more bal- 
last so that a few minutes 
elapsed before we caught sight 
of the bottom in the beam of 
our searchlight. . 


See Living Fish 
After so many years of pre 


eyes upon 
t spot in the seven 
seas. gondola settled gent- 
ly on the ocean floor. Just at 
this moment we had the great 
luck to catch sight of a living 
fish. This was an all-important 
observation, because biologists 
had always been asking them- 
selves what was the greatest 
depth at which higher 
organized animal life could pro- 
bably exist. It was a flat fish 
like a sole, about 30 centimeters 
long. 

The ocean floor was flat and 
we were obviously at the low- 
est int of Marianas 
Trench. It was covered with

a very fine, yellowish sediment. 
As we touc the bottom, a 
great cloud of silt arose around 
us which obscured out vision 
and only slowly subsided: As 
the water grew somewhat clear- 
er, we saw a dark red shrimp 
swimming quite near to our 
window. . , 

With our underwater tele- 
phone we now managed to es- 
tablish contact with out escort 
vessel and report our depth. 
Transmission was faint but 
clear; there was an interval of 
14 seconds between question 
and reply—the time it takes for 
sound to travel 11,000 meters 
in both directions through 
water. In air, it would have 
taken 5 times longer. At the 
moment, there was an over-all 
pressure of 170,000 tons on the 
walls of our Krup la, 
which is ample — its ex- 
cellent qualities. 


Stayed 20 Minutes 
We waited for 20 minutes 
and then decided to start on 
the return journey. We re 


ring the ascent we had our 
searchlights on almost constant- 
ly, hoping to see more fish, 
but in vain. Perhaps our lights 
scared them away. The rate 
of ascent 


per second, 
Three and a half hours later, 
nine hours from the beginning 
of our dive, we saw the light 
of day once again, but had 
reached the zone of the swells. 
With our compressed air we 
could now blow out the pas- 
sage way, open the hatch and 
clamber on deck. Our first 
contact with civilization was the 
whine of American naval jet 
lanes that had been dispatched 
rom Guam to look for us in 
case our escort vessel had been 
unable to see us. 


This dive was in the main 
a technical test. It has proved 
that, a means has been created 
of enabli the oceanographer 
to extend his researches to the 
greatest depths in perfect 
safety. 


Krupps Leads 
In Progress 
Of Industry 


In November 1811. Friedrich 


founded a small factory 
for t uction of crucibie 
steel In his native city of Es- 
sen. For many years, the most 
important products emerging 
from this works were tools, 
spoon rolls, rolls for mipiing 
and rolling precious metals. 


Not until the time when rail 
ways began to make their ap- 
pearance were they . gradually 
supplanted by such products as 
axles and springs, and by the 
seamless railway tire, a per- 
sonal invention of Alfred 
Krupp, the son of the founder, 
who exported these products to 
many parts of the world. 


There were difficulties and re- 
verses, and many sacrifices 
were necessary, but the works 
continued to grow. It was the 
firm of Krupps which built the 
first Bessemer steel plant on 
the European continent, and 
from 1883 on, Krupps had their 
own research laboratories for 
the development of high qual- 
ity steel. . 


In 1897, Friedrich Alfred 
Krupp, the grandson of the 
founder, built an iron and steel- 
works in Rheinhausen which 
today is the largest integrated 
plant of this kind in Western 
Europe. 

Since 1918, Krupps have been 
building locomotives, rolling 
stock, and other railway mate- 
rial. The WIDIA sintered car- 
bides which Krupps put on the 
market in 1926, revolutionized 
machining methods. The Krupp- 
Renn process, developed in 
1939, makes it possible to smelt 
lowgrade, high-silica iron ore. 


After 1945, Krupps extended 
their line of uctlon and 
now concentrate on such fields 
as industrial engineering, steel 
construction of all kinds, crane 
and excavator construction, 
mechanical engineering, loco- 
motive and motor truck con- 
struction, and shipbuilding.
